Mr. Sapiro said that in 1916 spec­ 
ulators were buying IOO per cent of 
the prunes at less than it cost to 
produce them.

Some surprising stories have been 
related in the newspapers recently 
concerning the strange doings of some 
of the sufferers of sleeping sickness.

IOSE who have the welfare of the 
human race at heart realize that 
the most promising field for their ac­ 
tivities lies in 
child-weifare 
work. 
Gradually it has dawned upon the con­ 
sciousness of increasing numbers of 
people th at the state owes every child 
its supervision and has a right to dic­ 
tate how any child shall be cared for, 
provided for and educated for the 
first sixteen years of its life. The state 
p r o v id e s schools and compulsory edu­ 
cation laws and when the time comes 
that these are carefully enforced a 
great step forward will have been 
taken. 
But the state must go farther than 
merely providing the m eans for ob­ 
taining schooling and this is a theme 
in which women show unfailing and 
vital interest. Children have the right 
to be comfortable, to be well nourished 
and clothed, to be taught cleanliness 
and plurality. 
Many charitable asso­ 
ciations and many women organiza­ 
tions have interested 
themselves 
in 
these affairs of children in certain 
localities, but the work is not as uni­ 
versal or as thoroughly organized as 
It should he. 
A plan has been evolved 
that might have universal application, 
and It aims to give 
every 
child 
a 
chance to make a good citizen. 
This plan advocates the establish­ 
ment in every county of this country, 
a child-welfare board. 
This board is 
to be made up of public spirited citi­ 
zens who are willing to serve on it 
wit hour pay. The board will have un­ 
der Its jurisdiction every poor and de­ 
pendent child, and will exercise its 
supervision, under compulsory statutes, 
with proper appropriations made for 
their 
enforcement. 
The 
provision 
made by such a board for children is 
not a charity any more than a public 
school is. 
The idea is to avoid any 
stigma that might attach to a child 
who bas been a charge of charity and 
the object is to start every child on 
the right road to good citizenship. 
Such a board will make itself felt 
in the homes and insist that condi­ 
tions fire as favorable there as possi­ 
ble. 
It will sometimes undertake to 
provide homes. 
It will have a record 
of every child’s progress at school and 


every child, rich or 
poor, 
will 
be 
registered with it. 
Any number at I 
activities will radiate from such a cen-1 
ter. 
The im portant thing is to estab- i 
bsh such boards ami their first busk I 
ness will be to have such statutes en- ! 
acted as will secure the right protec- * 
tion and care for 
every 
child 
that I 
needs their help. 
This is a work that I 
will usually attract women and for 
which they are peculiarly fitted. 
It is somewhat difficult to disasso­ 
ciate it from any thought of charity,! 
blit it is merely a widening 
of 
the I 
supervision of the state over its chil­ 
dren. 
Heretofore the state has pro-1 
vided 
schooling 
and 
gradually, 
in I 
crowded centers In the large cities, it 
has extended its care in other direc­ 
tions than schooling, so that the health I 
of children has come in for systematic I 
attention. 
A child welfare board will 
make every Interest of every child its i 
business. 
Such a board saves the ; 
public money in the long run besides 
doing about the best work th at awaits 
the interest and activities of intelli­ 
gent men and women.

Republican Vice Presidential Can­ 
didate 
Is 
Notified 
at 
Northampton, Mass. 


MRS. ARTHUR M EIG H EN 


Gin IS FINELY DECORATED 


“ Law and Order" Slogan Prominently 
Displayed— Governor, In Address 
of Acceptance, Sets Forth the 
Country's Problems as He 
Sees Them. 


Northampton, Mass., Ju ly 28.— Re­ 
publican party leaders gathered here 
for the ceremonies when Governor 
Coolidge was formally notified of his 
nomination for th£ vice presidency. 
Tile program officially opened with 
a meeting of the notification commit­ 
tee at 12:30, but the city began its cel­ 
ebration several hours earlier. Thou­ 
sands of visitors arrived during the 
forenoon 
and 
marching 
delegations 
testified as to their loyalty to the vice 
presidential nominee. 
"La w and Order,” Is Slogan. 
The city, with its office buildings 
and 
its 
residences 
decorated 
with 
flags and hunting, with pictures of its 
candidate, under the slogan. 
“ Law 
and Order,” prominently displayed in 
hundreds of windows and with its 
clubs maintaining open house, gave 
evidence of its intentions to do its full 
part in its tribute to its most distin­ 
guished citizen. 
The notification exorcises took place 
at Allen field on the Smith college 
grounds. 
Dr. L. Clark Seelye, presi­ 
dent emeritus of Smith college, pre­ 
sided and the invocation was delivered 
by Rev. Kenneth II. Welles, pastor of 
the Edwards Congregational church, 
which Governor Coolidge attends. 
M i­ 
chael K. Fitzgerald, the Democratic 
mayor of Northampton, who has just 
arisen from a sick bed, delivered the 
address of welcome and Governor Mor­ 
row of Kentucky the notification ad­ 
dress. 
After the exercises Governor Cool­ 
idge held a reception on the field. 
Governor Coolidge's Speech. 
“ America must be rescued from all 
the reaction of the war,” declared 
Governor Coolidge in his speech of 
acceptance. 
W ith the emergency for 
“ voluntary autocracy” over, he said, 
the nation must repossess the people 
of 
their 
government and 
property, 
eliminating the “ menace of seizure 
that hangs over 
private 
enterprise, 
blighting in its effect, paralyzing in 
Its result, to the public detriment.” 
Governor Coolidge went on to out­ 
line how a return “ to a thoroughly 
peace basis” should be brought about. 
Ile urged: 
1. Strict 
observance 
of 
law 
and 
maintenance of order. 
2. Elimination of extravagance of 
government and relaxation of private 
extravagance as the first steps In low­ 
ering the high cost of living. 
3. Revision of “ that great breeder 
of public and private extravagance, 
tile excess profits tax,” and recourse 
to customs taxes on imports. 
4. Punishment of profiteers. 
5. Reduction of the amount of mon­ 
ey without curtailing necessary credits 
together with increased production. 
0. Re-establishment of railroads “ left 
by government operation disorganized 
and demoralized.” 
On Capital and Labor. 
7. Different public attitude toward 
industry, “ a larger comprehension of 
the interdependence of capital, man­ 
agement and labor, and better facili­ 
ties for the prompt and reasonable ad­ 
justment of industrial disputes.” 
S. Suitable reward to farmers be­ 
cause* “ the economic 
strength 
of a 
country rests on the farm.” 
9. Realization that victory 
in 
the 
war is “ not a substitute for further 
human effort,” but means more re­ 
sponsibility. 
10. A helping hand and care of de­ 
pendents to those who served the na­ 
tion in every patriotic capacity in the 
world war. 
11. More 
general 
recognition 
and 
defense from lynching of the colored 
nice. 
12. Quick ratification of the woman 
suffrage amendment.

This was decided shortly before sun­ 
down when the American defender 
Resolute captured tile regatta, three 
to two, by defeating Sir Thomas Lip- 
tou’s Shamrock IV in the fifth race 
of the series. 
Cup Held 70 Years. 
The race makes one more failure 
In Britain’s efforts to take hack the 
cup which an American yacht won 
from her seventy years ago. 
The defender outsailed the green 
sloop decisively, boat for boat, In the 
last contest of a tempestuous series— 
the closest and most hard fought in 
the history of the precious trophy— 
crossing the line at 7 :52:15 only about 
twenty-five minutes before expiration 
of the six hours time limit. At 8:05:20 
Shamrock finished. 
Resolute Keeps Lead. 


It was a thirty-mile windward and 
leeward race, started iii light airs 
after postponement at fifteen-minute 
intervals for two hours and a quar­ 
ter. 
After having been led by the chal­ 
lenger two-thirds of the distance to 
the first mark, a windward leg, Reso­ 
lute crossed her how ten miles from 
the start and breezed into a lead 
which she maintained and steadily in­ 
creased to the finish line. 
B y the time twenty-two miles of the 
course had been covered the defender 
was a mile and a half in tile lead, 
reaching back and forth on lier way to 
the finish line. 
At one time toward the end she was 
two miles ahead of Sham m y, but the 
challenger came up to within a mile at 
the finish.

gregated $3,839,950,612. 
Collection of

record-breaking 
assessment cost the government $29,- 
750,000, or about 55 cents for each 
$100. 
Revenues derived from income and 
excess profits taxes alone were $3,- 
844,555,737 for the 12 months, which 
is nearly $1,250,000,000 larger than col­ 
lections from 
the same 
sources 
In 
either of the last two years. 
An in­ 
crease for this year also was shown in 
the receipts from miscellaneous taxes, 
which

in 
$1,465,729,136. 
These taxes totaled $1,243,041,909 and 
$855,591,700 for 1919 and 1918 respect­ 
ively. 


New York State in Lead.
